See 
page 9 of the Invention Disclosure portion of the '907 Application. 

Applicant brings to the attention of the Examiner other statements obtained from the '907 
Application: 

• "NOTE - EDS has sold the last of their owned ATMs and will soon be announcing 
support for back-room services that include the services referenced in this document." 
See page 8 of the ATM Management Services portion of the '907 Application. The 
"services referenced in this document" refers to the industry standard ATM driving 
services listed in the table on page 9 of the ATM Management Services portion of the 
'907 Application. The services listed for EDS include: open account relationship, color 
graphics and animation, customized screens & receipts, multi-lingual screens, optional 
receipts, PAN & account number truncation, check image display, check cashing, 
statement print, non cash media, fast cash, change PIN at ATM, cash management, and 
CDPD support. 
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• "5/1 1/00 Update - MPS has announced ATM Menu - services include Customize ATM 
Screens, Personalize ATM receipts, remotely settle ATMs, and online display 
information - all through a PC based application. Online display includes current ATM 
status along with detailed cash and deposit figures. Remote totals are also available." 
See page 8 of the ATM Management Services portion of the '907 Application. 

Applicant has also attached a portion of the '907 Application extending from page 7 to page 14 
of the '907 Application. Included in pages 9-14 are articles including a discussion of a status 
monitoring software provided by Gasper Corporation (www.gasper.com). The status monitoring 
software is believed to be much less robust than the subject matter covered by the claimed 
invention.
